at Blue Hole, and at Fort Antonio (ibe closest source). the fuel available 
is diese} fuel or autonotive gasoline; no warice white gasoline is available 
auywhere ia the area. This is a most significant factor in selecting a

b. The nearest source of food aud other supplies is Port |
